Bitter Years 


The people of the South have 
learned, through many bitter 
years, to take adversity. They 
have a preference for the truth, 
even though it be unpalatable and 
harsh. They are, as some of 
their orators have said of them, 
a brave and a hospitable people. 
And they have deserved to be told 
the truth. 


A few persons have sought to 
speak it. For their pains they have 
been abused as Communists, left- 
wingers, nigger-lovers and tral- 
tors. The most fantastic lies and 
accusations have been spread 
against ministers, teachers, edi- 
tors or private citizens who spoke 
the truth. 


The state supreme court of Vir- 
ginia, by its ruling, may have 
done the whole South a great 
service. Perhaps now we may 
begin to understand the reality of 
the dilemma. The truth is this 

. and the words are taken 
from the September, 1958, deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court: 


“In short, the constitutional 
rights of children not to be dis- 
criminated against on grounds of 
race or color... can neither be 
nullified openly and directly by 
state legislatures or state execu- 
tive or judicial officers, nor nul- 
lified by them through evasive 
schemes for segregation whether 
attempted “ingeniously or ingen- 
uously.”’ 


The various private school 
plans, including foundations, are 
obviously unconstitutional, being 
evasive schemes. 


The truth is that a state must, 
finally, come to use the placement 
Jaw which permits token segrega- 
tion, or abandon a public school 
system. 


This is a truth most bitter to 
many people.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Here is a sum- 
mary of major proposals tn President Eisen- 
hower’s fiscal 1960 budget: 


Taxes 


Raise gasoline tax 1% cents a gallon to pay 
for rising costs of highway construction. Boost 
aviation gasoline tax 2'2 cents a gallon and im- 
pose a new tax of 442 cents a gallon on jet fuel— 
passing both on to consumers. Extend present 
corporate and excise tax rates another year to 
June 30, 1960. No income tax cuts this year but 
a promised reduction ‘‘in the reasonably fore- 
seeable future’ if budget stays balanced. 


Defense 


$40,945,000,000 for defense, about 145 million 
dollars more than fiscal 1959, with heavy empha- 
sis on missiles and defenses against missile at- 
tack. Slight cut in Air Force manpower would be 
only change in active duty personnel. 


Space 


National Aeronautics and Space Agency would 
get 280 million dollars next year and 45 million 
dollars added to this year’s 153 million dollars. 
Long-range projects include manned space flight, 
missile shots to the moon and planets and world- 
wide network of weather and communications 


Education 


150 million dollars for loans to college students 
and grants to states under science-keyed defense 
education program; 75 million dollars added to 
this year’s 40 million dollars. No mention of aid 
for school construction. Aid of 181 million dollars 
proposed for school districts affected by federal 
installations, with increased state-local participa- 
tion stressed.

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Virginia Decisions 
Are More ot Same 


Virginia’s massive resistance laws to 
school integration as they existed appar- 
ently were handed mortal blows yester- 
day in decisions handed down by the 
state’s supreme court and a three-judge 
federal court. 

The federal court struck down the 
state’s school closing law, thus returning 
at least temporarily control of Virginia's 
closed schools to local boards of educa- 
tion. The decision did not order the 
schools reopened but left the way clear 
for the boards to do so if they so desire. 

The state’s own supreme court struck 
down a Virginia law authorizing payment 

of tuition grants for private schooling and 
related statutes. This was somewhat simi- 
lar to a law on Georgia’s statute books 
with the same provisions. 

In their decision on school closings, 
the federal judges announced their inten- 
tion of issuing an injunction against such 
closings. This obviously leaves it up to 
local boards to decide whether to reopen 
now on an integrated basis. Unless there 
is further action by the Virginia Legisla- 
ture, not now in session, the situation 
stands. 

In view of past court decisions, these 
in Virginia should not have caused great 
surprise. The U.S. Supreme Court's rul- 
ing on the Little Rock case of Sept. 30 
of 1958 stated plainly that “State support 
of segregated schools through any ar- 
rangement, management, funds or prop- 
erty cannot be squared with the amend- 
ment’s (the 14th) command that no state 
shall deny to any person within its juris- 
diction the equal protection of the laws.” 

The court decreed further on Little 
Rock that its orders “can neither be nul- 
lified openly and directly by state legisla- 
tors or state executives or judicial of- 
ficers nor nullified indirectly by them 
through evasive schemes whether at- 
tempted ‘ingeniously or ingenuously.’” 

The Virginia decision thus further 
narrows the field for legal action and leg- 
islation in the struggle to maintain segre- 
gated public schools. Any effort to follow 
the Virginia pattern in Georgia eventu- 
ally would suffer the same‘fate on the 
basis of legal precedent thus established. 

The proposed plan to permit state in- 
come tax and other tax deductions for 
donations to private schools is certain to 
be approved by the Georgia General As- 
sembly. On its face it appears to be about 
the only new proposal not now effected 
by some previous legal decision. It ac- 
cepts as inevitable shutting off of pub- 
lic funds for any school ordered inte- 
grated. 

Still unresolved is how Georgia and 
several other Southern states are to pro- 
vide education for their children who are 
Caught in this legal maelstrom between 
state and federal governments.

Joe Cronin Is Product 


Of Horatio Alger School

“Horatio Alger’ Joe Cronin, who becomes 
the fourth president of the American 
League.

Cronin, for years a fixture at Boston, 
where he was player, manager and gen- 
era]. manager for the Red Sox, is one of 
the great stories in the “Strive and Suc- 
ceed” school. He was a spindly kid off the 
San Francisco sandlots. He had a try with 
the Pittsburgh Pirates but they released 
him because he couldn't hit a curve ball 
and his fielding was just so-so. They sold 
him to Kansas City. This was in 1926. 

Now enters a local angle in the person 
of Joe Engel, for some 20 years owner of 
the Chattanooga baseball franchise and 
before that a scout for the Washington 
Senators. Engel, watching Cronin, noted 
his persistence and the fact he worked 
before and after practice to improve him- 
self. He purchased him, more or less on 
a hunch, for $7,500. Clark Griffith, Sen- 
ator owner and a close man with a dollar, 
screamed murder. Cronin later married 
Mildred, Griffith’s adopted daughter. 

In 1934 father-in-law Griffith sold his 
son-in-law to Boston for $250,000, a rec- 
ord price for a net profit of $242,500. 

Cronin, long a member of baseball’s 
Hall of Fame, should make a great leacue 
president. And baseball needs one in this 
time of change and loss of interest in the 
game,

Lee’s Great Qualities 


Transcend Sectionalism 


The South and the nation this week 
observe the anniversary of the birth 
152 years ago of Robert E. Lee, one of 
the noblest men in the annals of history. 

He did not believe in slavery or 
secession. Yet he determined to throw in 
his lot with his native state even though 
he had been offered command of the 
‘U.S. Army. He commi&nded the Confed- 
erate forces only in the last months of the 
war, but did so with tremendous skill. His 
record of successes had long indicated he 
was the man for command but politics 


* 
; 


and jealousies involving Braxton Bragg 
and Jefferson Davis prevented it. There- 
fore his genius was not available for 
over-all stfategy until all chance and 
hope of victory were gone. 

When the war was done, Gen. U. S. 
Grant, who held great respect for the Con- 
federate chieftain, granted him immediate 
parole. Gen. Lee then returned to Rich- 
mond. He was greatly concerned for the 
future of the South and especially the 
education of its young people. In the fall 
he accepted the presidency of Washington 
College, now Washington and Lee. 


Shunning all discussion of the war or 
politics, he set a magnificent example of 
obedience to civil authority. This quality 
of duty was paramount with him. He de- 
clared the war had determined the issue 
of state sovereignty, which had caused 
him to join his state. He urged upon all 
the people of the South obedience to con- 
stituted authority. He urged his former 
soldiers to work hard, to keep the peace 
and to accept the outcome of the war. 


It is not possible to present this. great 
and noble man as a symbol of disunion 
or sectionalism. 

Confirmed in the Episcopal church in 
1853, the principles of Christianity—hu- 
manity, humility, prayer, faith and kind- 
ness—were ever his code. He believed that 
God directed the affairs of men. There- 
fore, he accepted defeat without repining. 
He was a great soldier, a great Christian 
and a great gentleman.

Yet it is an executive- 
sponsored proposal which automatically 
would strengthen the legislative branch— 
a highly desired objective. 

In the past we have seen legislators 
hired in considerable numbers by various 
and sundry state agencies which stood to 
profit through influencing said legislators. 
It is n&reflection on today’s members to 
say the temptation should be removed. 

At any rate, it seems fairly certain that 
the entire honesty package will pass 
without crippling amendments. It will be 
one of the finest achievements of any ad- 
ministration or Legislature in recent his- 
tory. We congratulate all concerned.

There is a very 
real need for the state to loosen its 
restrictions on city taxes and to work out 
a method for equitable allocation of funds. 

Today’s celebration in itself indicates 
there is a healthier atmosphere than for- 
merly between city and state govern- 
ments. Efforts toward further cementing 
of relationships should be given every

Atlanta — The constant in- 
crease in costs, whether it be la-

And there again you 
would have an increase in costs. 

Be this as it may, it is well 
for us to understand these move- 
ments that are taking place and 
why it is that the end result is 
reduction in Costs and increases; 
all of which, under the system, 
is spelling for an eventual rise 
in the standard of living although 
its effect at the moment for those 
who are reservists or unemployed 
is unfortunate.

A boon to some types of retail 
marketing, it is a handicap to 
others. Whatever may be argued 
by the opposing sides in that bat- 
tle of selling wits, no one can 
with truth assert that the so-called 
“fair trade’ is in consumer in- 
terest. 

All there is to “fair trade” is 
statutory authority for the manu- 
facturer. to fix a price below 
which the retailer cannot sell the 
product without costly penalties.

One of the familiar teachings of Christ is =m 


that ‘‘no one who puts his hand to the plow and 
looks back is fit for the kingdom of God” (Luke 


9:62). Jesus was using a figure of speech, an expression ho the 
vocabulary of agricultural life, to interpret a profound spiritual truth. 


A few verses earlier we read 
that Jesus ‘‘had set his face to go 
to Jerusalem.” Leaving behind 
all of the fond associations of 
His beloved Galilee, Jesus reso- 
lutely turned toward Jerusalem, 
although He knew that there His 
enemies would bring to an end His 
ministry. No doubt Jesus knew, 
too, that they would not be sat- 
isfied until they had completely 
destroyed Him. Knowing this, He 
nonetheless moved on. 

Along this road He met several 
persons. Jesus either invited 
them to become His disciples or 
else they implied an interest in 
following Him. But each of them 
—Luke tells of three—gave ex- 
cuses for not immediately joining 


“Him. One had first to bury his 


father. This was a common alibi 
in that day and really had nothing 
to do with the final respect we 
owe to our parents. Another said 
he must first say farewell to the 
home folks. Most of us can find 
good, though not necessarily hon- 
est, excuses when we want to 
avoid a challenge or responsibility. 

To these unnamed men Jesus 
spoke of the plow and of a man’s

Cold Truth Belies 
Mikoyan Glibness 


WASHINGTON—Courtesy certainly does not 
mean that the intellectual fun and games, which 
Anastas Mikoyan has been playing on his speak- 


ing and press conference tour of the United States, have to go un- 
answered. He has, as I see it, been making a whole series of false 
statements and misleading statements. I am not in the least sug- 
gesting that he should not make them. 


Mikoyan should enjoy free 
speech in the United States even 
if Pasternak cannot enjoy free 
speech in the Soviet Union. We 
want more visits from more So- 
viets who want to come, look and 
listen—and speak their minds to 
us. I am only saying that we do 
not need to let Mikoyan’s not very 
bons mots lie around - unchal- 
lenged. 

Let’s look at a few of them. 

Mikoyan Statement: He has 
continuously told businessmen 
that U.S. restrictions on selling 
strategic materials to Russia are 
so extreme and capricious that 
they virtually close off all legi- 
timate trade. ‘‘Why,”’ he said, ‘‘the 
government won't even let you 
sell toothpaste, chewing gum and 
laxatives.” 

The Answer: All goods can be 
sold to the Soviets which would 
not build their war potential. 
There is rarely any doubt about 
what items can’t be exported. They 
are explicitly detailed in the 
Commerce Department’s ‘‘gener- 
al license’ list and, our visitor 
to the contrary, they do not in- 
clude toothpaste nor chewing gum 
nor laxatives. Obviously Mikoyan 
thought that the best prospect 
of discrediting the strategic re- 
strictions on Soviet trade was to 
try to make the whole thing 
sound ridiculous and therefore he 
did not find it useful to speak facts.

WASHINGTON — A new phase of policy is 
starting here with the usual results. That is to 
say, general statements on complex matters are 


Mikoyan Statement: To the 
question, “‘Who started the cold 
war?” a faithful summary of 
Mikoyan’s reply is: You made 
some mistakes. We made some 
mistakes: no doubt Solomon 
would split it down the middle. 

The Answer: If Mikoyan would 
say that at home, if the Soviet 
press would print such a state- 
ment by the first deputy premier 
in the Soviet Union, if the Mos- 
cow radio would put that on its 
air waves—that would be some- 
thing.

The Answer: There were no 
U.S., no NATO bases near the 
Soviet Union before the Soviets 
tried to drag Greece and Turkey 
behind the Iron Curtain, before 
the Soviet coup in Czechoslovakia, 
before the Soviet division of Ger- 
many, before the Soviet absorp- 
tion of all the Baltic States, be- 
fore the Soviet subjugation of all 
Eastern Europe, before the So- 
viet-sponsored war in Korea. 

The decision of the NATO coun- 
tries to strengthen their common 
defense did not spring from any 
passing whim nor from any spirit 
of aggression. It came about be- 
cause of Soviet actions.

estimate for this fiscal year. But 
this estimate was swollen by the 
decision to pay this year the pro- 
posed $1,375,000,000 increased U.S.

This figure represented reduc- 
tions totaling $3,100,000,000 plus 
offsets to spending totaling $1 bil- 
lion in the form of higher postal 
rates and sale of government 
assets.

The discus- 
sion of radiation dangers has 
caused considerable fear of the 
risk of X-ray examinations. In 
no other way can diseases such as 
ulcer or cancer be found with 
certainty. 


The use of opaque material 
taken by mouth or in an enema 
makes it possible to get a clear 
X-ray of the size, shape and even 
the appearance of the lining of 
the digestive tract from mouth 
to rectum.
